EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE, 

Turning to to extraordinary expendi- 
ture, Mr. Pearce pointed out that for 
the past few yeare the Council had ob- 
served a policy of the greatest. possible 
economy, but there was expenditure that 
could net be postponed in efinitely. Mr. 
Pearce said that apart from the: deficit 
from 1918, approximately Ts, 153,000, 
and the requirements of the Electricity 
Department, Tis. 2,500,000, mainly for 
additional generating plant, the Council 
anticipated extraordinary expenditure to 
the extent of Tle, 034,000, r. Pearce 
continued : — 

The total which we require to borrow 
is Tls, 3,400,000 and we Propose to raiso 
this amount by the issue of debentures 
redeemable on Docember lst, 1928, and 
bearing interes, at 7 per cent, per an- 
num. The terms of the loan suggested 
are the same as those for last year’s issue, 
ta which s0 little support was iven, but. 
to make the loan attractive, and we hope 
and believe that it will Prove so, we pro- 
pose whilst conditions are such as they 
are at present, to issue it at ‘2 discount, 
that will show tho investor an attractive 
return, having regard to the soundness 
of the Municipality's sceurity. We pro 
pose to launch the issue at 95. 

We make this recommendation to you 
after a great deal of thought and con- 
sidoration. Wa found that the majority 
of tho banks and, to some extent, the 
insirance companies wero in favour of 
asterling loan, However, we are bound to 
regard borrowing in gold by 2 community 
that is on a silvor ais asa unsound in 
principle, especially when exchnngo is 

-at such a hin rate as that now provail- 
‘ing, for, although it ig impossible for ug 
to forceast the ‘vagaries of exchango, I: 
think that we must contemplate tho fact 
that nny repayment of a gold loan will

THE VALUE OF PUBLICITY. 


Tae decision of the miners to accept 
the Government terms, which are based 
upon the report of Mr, Justice Sanucy’s 
Commission, will be reosived everywhere 
with profound relief. The danger of 
@ strike, which at thig critica] juncture 
in our history might, have been fraught 
wilb disastroug results, hus been averted. 
We remember, of course, Mr. Bonar 
Law’s serious warning ¢o the men of the 
consequences: which would follow their 
rejection of the offera made. Repressive 
measures were foreshadowed, and it was 
pointed out that the whole resources of 
the Governmeng would be thrown 
the fight which, in thg circumstances, 


into 


vould only have one ending, if the pria 
aiple of trnly representative Government 
to be maintained. We sincerely 
hope, however, that the hideoug mistake 
will not be made of believing that tho 
men have beon coerced or frightened into 
the present arrangement. There are 
rome reactionaries who, throughout all 
the industrial troubles of the past few 
years, have urged the Government to take 
‘a firm stand” and, in their blindness, 
lave attributed the disconteny and unrest 
which havo been prevalent solely to the
